ness interests of the countiy demand a 
speedy settlement of the tariff ques-

They believe that m.my indus- | 


tries that are now idle will rcsu1"'' 
wmk early in the .spring if the bill 
passes both houses of congress and 
reaches the piesident early in March 
There is no disposition on their part, 
they say, to "gag" the minority or to 
reslrict debate 
If the republicans in- 


sist upon longer time being Riven to 
them, their wishes will no doubt pre- 
vail within reasonable limits 


The republicans, are not, it seems, 


inllui-nced by these considerations. 
•i hey say that the business men of the 
country have a very fair understand- 
ing of what the new law will be, and 
th.it they arc adjusting their affairs in 
harmony with it. They will abk that 
thiee weeks be allowed fora general 
debate and a fortnight at least for 
LI 


consideration of the measure under 
the five-minute rule. 
The} pro- 


pose offering amendments freely when 
the important schedules are up, and 
will take it ill if this privilege lie not 
accorded them 
They cannot, they 


hay, expose the inconsistencies of the 
bill and point out their effect on the 
business interests of the country in 
less than five or six weeks 
They are 


willing to lengthen the hours of each 
legislative day if time can be saved' by 
such a coifrse, but they will insist 
vehemently upon the fullest discus- 
sion of the bill

room was the btorm-center yesterday 
around which the representatives of a 
number of protected interests gathered. 
The corridor on which the committee
